According to reliable diplomatic 
sources here. both Carter and 
Brezhenev were startled by the 
dramatic, but clearly restrained, 
Taraell military action. Neither of 
the superpowers was anxious to see 
Israel move directly back into the 
fighting in Lebanon. 

The Americans feared that such 
an action could undermine the Camp 
David peace agreements, while the 
Soviets recognized that their clients, 
the Syrians, could not stand up to 
superior Israeli forces in an all-out 
battle.

Beirut calm 
under shaky 
new cease-fire |

The latest cease-fire in the 
fighting in Lebanon took 
precarious hold last night amid 
scepticism that it would prove 
more durable than its many 
predecessors. | ; 

Relative calm returned to the 
front lines between Syrian 
troops and forces of Lebanon's 
Christian militias following a 
UN Security Council call for a 
truce and talks in Damascus 
between the Lebanese and 
Syrian presidents. 

The Syrian-dominated Arab league 
peace force announced that its troops 
had been ordered to cease fire as a 
result of a ‘joint desire’’ by 
Lebanese President Elias Sarkis and 
Syrian President Hafez Asaad. The 
last cease-fire arranged by the two 
en a week ago lasted less than one 


Υ. 

One hour after the truce was to 
take effect, at 8 p.m., the sporadic 
thunder of artillery and bursts of 
machine-gun fire shook the em- 
battled Christian areas of Beirut and 
the mountains overlooking the 
capital. But, on the whole, the cease- 
fire held. 

The state-run Beirut radio broad- 
cast a communique from the com- 
mand of the Syrian forces that said: 
“The security situation has im- 
proved constantly since the cease- 
fire went into effect. Calm is prevail- 
ing in the capital."” 

The president of the Security Coun- 
cil, French Ambassador Jacques 
Leprette, and UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim jointly welcomed the 
cease-fire and urged all concerned to 
work for Lebanese national recon- 
cillation. 

The extension of the mandate of 
Syrian troops in Lebanon for another 
six months was believed to be one of 
seven points agreed upon by Sarkis 
and Assad during two days of exten- 
sive talks in Damascus. The Syrians 
invaded Lebanon in 1976 at the height 
of the country's civil war. 

Another point reportedly agreed 
upon was the withdrawal of Syrian 
forces from their present strongholds 
overlooking Christian enclaves and 
their replacement by units from the 
rehabilitated Lebanese army. 

Meanwhile, Egypt has issued two 
calls — one urging Israel! to 
“immediately” stop providing sup- 
port to the Christian militias, and the 
other urging Syria to pull its forces 
out of Lebanon altogether. 

A statement issued by the office of 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
asserted that an end to Israeli aid 
and a Syrian pullback should allow 
“Christian and Moslem leaders in 
Lebanon to meet in a calm at- 
-indispberé to discues inaiitainiigthe 
unity and sovereignty of Lebanon.”

Accurate casualty figures were 
difficult to obtain. Police sources es- 
timated more than 400 Lebanese kill- 
ed since last Monday, but the Chris- 
tian Phalangist Party radio put the 
tol] at 800 and said 30,000 buildings 
had been destroyed. Palestinian 
Sources said at least 150 Syrians 
were killed, but Damascus gave no 
figures. 

Michel Cagneux, director of the 
International Red Cross relief ef- 
forts in Selrut, said large-scale 
evacuation of casualties was im- 
possible because of the continued 
fire 


“We are playing it by ear," he 
said. ‘But we hope to be able to get 
in and evacuate the wounded.” 

Red Cross sources said it was im- 
possible to give exact casualty 
figures but Cagneux said the report 
on Friday that some 800 Lebanese 
had been killed and another 3,000 
wounded was "surely exaggerated.” 

He noted that ‘‘as soon as the first 
shell was fired, most people were 
down in shelters...stil, for sure the 
casuasties are heavy." 

Cagneux said almost all of the 
Christian wounded in East Beirut 
refused to be evacuated to hospitals 
in the predominantly Moslem 
Western sector of Beirut and the Red 
Cross hoped to move them eventual- 
ly to Junieh, 21 Im. north, for treat- 
ment. 

Among the latest victims were as 
many as 13 persons hurt when a 
volley of mortar shells bracketed the 
U.S. Embassy on Friday. A U.S. 
marine guard said six Lebanese 
employed by the embassy were hurt, 
but the State Department said two 
marines and 11 Lebanese were in- 
jured. 

Witnesses said four shells fell near 
the front of the embassy in Moslem 
West Beirut. Western diplomats 
blamed the shelling on the 
Christians, saying it was aimed at 
speeding U.S. intervention to halt the 
fighting. 

A Christian radio broadcast said if 
Washington does not act quickly to 
end the fighting ‘‘you will be declar- 
ing a cease-fire for a country that

Soviet Union assures Syria 
of continued military aid 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Syrian President 
Hafez ASsad, with assurances of con- 
tinued military aid gleaned from two 
days of talka with Soviet leaders, has 
hurried back to Damascus to turn his 
attention to the fierce fighting in 
Beirut.

Christians rally 
at Good Fence 


METULLA. — As heavy exchanges 
of artillery, light weapons and tank 
fire’took place over the weekend in 
southern Lebanon, Christians rallied 
at the Good Fence in Dovev to call on 
Israel for help in the fighting in 
Beirut. 

A big demonstration was held at 
the Good Fence yesterday with 
Christians and Shi'a Moslems par- 
ticipating. A spokesman for the 
Phalangists, Abul Hynil of Rameish, 
called in Hebrew on Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and the government 
to fulfil their obligations towards 
the Christian minority in Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, explosions were heard 
on the Israeli side of the border and 
inhabitants of Metulla could see dust 
and smoke of explosions in villages 
in southern Lebanon. 

Christian commander Major Sa’ad 
Hadad claimed that terrorists had 
opened fire several times. Christians 
from Marjayoun claim that over the 
weekend they were shelled by large 
calibre guns and that Lebanese 
forces continue to stop traffic. Only 
on Friday was a convoy with water, 
fuel and food allowed to go to the 
UNIFIL positions. Lebanese Chris- 
tian workers did not arrive in Israel 
Friday as ἃ dernonstration of sym- 
pathy with Christiana in Beirut. 


U.S.to review sale of planes to Syria 


‘WASHINGTON — The State Depart- 

ment has Informed Congress that it 
is now “reviewing: an earlier ap- 
_ Proved $50m. sale of four “civilian” 
versions of the C-180 Hercules 
transport planes to Syria. 

The decision follows a stiff protest 
from Sen. Clifford Case (R-NJ), the

The U.S. Embassy in Moscow said 
it delivered an urgent message to 
Assad from President Jimmy 
Carter, who was appealing for the 
Syrian president's help in arranging 
a Beirut cease-fire. 

The joint communique said that 
“the main attention during the talks 
was directed at the situation in the 
Middle East and the tasks of the 
struggie for establishing a just and 
lasting peace in that area... 

“There is only one way to achieve 
this goal, which envisages the com- 
plete withdrawal of Israel's troops 
from all Arab territories it occupied 
in 1967, the implementation of the 
Palestine Arab people‘s inalienable 
national rights, including its right to 
self-determination and the creation 
of an independent state of its own, 
and also the right of the Palestinians 
to return to their hearths in accor- 
dance with existing UN resolutions."

While preparing for the talks with 
Egypt. official Jerusalem continued 
to keep a wary and troubled eye on 
the situation in Lebanon over the 
weekend. Yadin declared on Friday 
that despite the ‘‘political 
Inmitations,"’ Israel would ‘‘not let 
the Christians there be wiped out.” 
Yadin spoke after a special session 
of the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee. 

Last night officials were hoping 
the cease-fire would take hold. They 
sald this had been the immediate 
objective of the intense diplomatic 
activities over the past few days. In 
the long term, they said Israel's 
aspiration was to see the Syrians 
leave Lebanon, and the Beirut 
government and army assert their 
sovereign authority there.

French Communist leaders attacked 
for ignoring Soviet anti-Semitism

PARIS. — French Communist 
historian Jean Elleinstein accused 
hia party here yesterday of turning a 
blind eye to anti-Semitism sponsored 

by the Soviet government. 

Elleinstein ia currently at 
loggerheads with the French Com- 
munist leadership whom he accuses 
of a failure to break completely with 
Stalinist dogma. He wrote in the 
latest issue of Paris Match" that 
“conflicts between nationalities in 
the Soviet Union are growing more 
serious. A particularly clear picture 
of this new climate is given by the 
publication in the Soviet press of 
Clearly fascist-inspired articles, 
such ag those in ‘Pravda,’ without 
any condemnation by the 
authorities." 

He continued: ‘Poor Marx and 
poor Lenin whose names are being 
mixed up with a sauce worthy of 
Goebbels and Rosenberg. This is 
why I feel honoured to have been at- 
tacked in three articles over the past 
six months by the Soviet review 
‘New Times'.” 

‘Ina related development, the JTA 
reported that a Paris criminal court 
on Wednesday banned a recently 
published book described as 
“violently anti-Semitic.” The Inter 
national League Against Anti- 


Semitism and Racism had asked the 
court to examine ‘Rabbi Salomon 
and the Black Tide" in the light of 
France's laws against incitement to 
racial hatred. The court ordered the 
book confiscated and withdrawn 
from all bookshops and other sale 
points. About 45,000 copies had been 
printed and distributed. 

The book consists of a series of 
cartoons describing the imaginary 
adventures of a rabbi on the Brittany 
Coast who uses the recent black tide 
to deprive the local inhabitants of 
their livelihoods, 


Mt. Sinai monks: No 
mosque, synagogue 


The monks who live at Mount Sinai 
are against plans to build a mosque 
and synagogue at the holy site to 
mark the signing of a peace treaty 
between Israel] and Egypt.

WASHINGTON. — Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith arrived in the 
U.S. yesterday and declared it ia 
“crucial” that he gain American 
support for his plan to establish a 
black majority government in his 
country. 

“The U.S. is the leader of the free 
world — it goes without saying,” he 
said during @ flight to Washington 
from New York, where he arrived 
early yesterday morning. 

Smith was accompanied by the 
Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole, one of. 
the three biack leaders who share 
power with him in the biracial tran- 
sition government. They were in- 
vited to the U.S. by 27 senators. 

It is one of the few foreign visits 


Smith has made since 1965, when he | 


led Rhodesia’s breakaway from Bri- 
tain to forestall black rule. 


He and Sithole plan to meet with 
senators and congressmen and with 
U.S, Secretary of State Cyrus Vance." 
They will visit cities other than 
Washington and New York, but their 
exact itinerary during the next week 
or 10 days is not known.

Zambia’s Rhodesian border 
open due to economic pressure 


LUSAKA. — Zambian President 
Kenneth Kaunda bowed to crushing 


economic pressures on Friday and: 


announced he is reopening the 
border with Rhodesia to restore the 
vital rail [ine to ports in Mozam- 
bique. 

Addressing a packed news con- 
ference at his state house, Kaunda 
said, ‘Zambia has decided with im- 
mediate effect to use the southern 
route for the transportation of its im- 
ports and exports. 

“However,” he added, ‘‘this does 
not mean the reopening of the entire 
border nor trade with Rhodesia.” 

However, nationalist guerrillas 
blew up a section of the southwest 
Rhodesian rail line which Zambia in- 
tends to use again, the Rhodesian 
military reported from Salisbury 
yesterday. 

A communique sald the line was 
sabotaged some 30 kilometres north 
of the Botswana border on Thursday, 
and is now id. 

Meanwhile, black co-minister of 
finance in the transition govern- 


ment, Ernest Bulle, said if Zambia 
expected to use the line, Kaunda 
should restrain Rhodesian guerrillas 
based in Zambia. 

In Dar Es Salaam, Tanzanian 
president Julius Nyerere tried 
desperately at the last minute to 
keep Zambia from reopening its 
border with Rhodesia, diplomatic 
sources said on Friday. Nyerere first 
heard about Zambia's decision when 
he received a note from Kaunda on 
Thuraday. 

Kaunda sealed the border with 
Rhodesia in 1973 in solidarity with 
Black African efforts to isolate the 
whitc-minority regime in Salisbury. 

The immediate decision to reopen 
the southern border evidently was 
forced by tand-locked Zambia's 
critical need for a large shipment of 
fertilizer sitting idle in Mozambique. 

Unless the 170,000 tons of U.S.- 
supplied fertilizer are brought in by 
the rainy season next month, Zam- 
bia faces a disastrous 1979 food shor- 


tage.

TEHERAN (UPI). — Troops fired 
into the air yesterday morning to dis- 
perse about 3,000 striking taxi 
drivers in Kennedy Square, West 
Teheran, as widespread stoppages 
shut down the national airline and 
several government ministries. 

There were no immediate reports 
of serious injuries in-the incident 
which came as troops cruised the 
district in armoured cars equipped 
with sub-machineguns to dissuade 
the strikers. 

The drivers had gathered in 
Kennedy Square, named after the 
former U.S. president, to press their 
demands for substantial pay hikes 
and a total ban on pirate taxis. - 

Many drivers who carried on 
working were stopped in the street 
and beaten up by their striking 
colleagues, witnesses said. But the 
men dispersed and returned to work 
yesterday afternoon, after the war- 
ning shots were fired. 


The taxi strike was one of several ἡ 


stoppages among public service 
workers in Iran campaigning for pay 
hikes of between 50 and 100 per cent. 
Shops and most private companies 
were unaffected. 

The military authorities had warn- 


™, 
ed that the strikes were illegal under 
martial law enforced in Teheran and 
11 other cities last month and the 
strikers would face punishment for 
disrupting public order. 

. The national airline, Iran Air, was 
hit by a strike among its passenger 
and Cargo handling staff and also 
some pilots, and a spokesman for the 
strikers said the stoppage would 
likely continue. 

Meanwhile, political sources said 

the arrival of Ayatollah Rooholiah 
Khomeinl, the Shah's chief adver- 
sary, in Paris on Friday threatened 
to open up a new political front 
against the Shah outside Iran. 
. Khomeini, 80, hitherto resident in 
Iraq, received a big 
Paris from exiled politicians and stu- 
dent leaders concentrated in 
Europe. 

Khomeini was asked by Iraq ‘to 
leave after authorities said they: 
-could no longer allow him to continue 
his anti-Shah campaign, in line with 
Iraq's policy of non-interference. in 
the affairs of a friendly neighbour. 
Iraq and Iran reconciled their 
differences in ‘1975 when Iran 
stopped its aid to the Kurdish 
separatist movement in Iraq. °

Marseilles gunman 
‘completely mad’ 


MARSEILLES (UPI). — One of the 
three hooded gangsters who killed 
nine men in last Tuesday night's 
shoot-out seemed to delight In the 
Slaughter. police learned after inter- 
viewing witnesses yesterday. 

A witness describing the “81. 
Gerard’s Day Massacre'' — the 
largest gang-war execution since Al 
Capone's heyday in Chicago 50 years 
ago — told police: ‘‘The killers fired 
without saying a word, a3 goon as 
they stepped into the bar. 

“One of the killers must have been 
crazy. Each time he almed, he 
jumped in the alr as if he were happy 
— completely mad," the witness 
said. 

Police have so far identified four 
men who escaped from the shoot-out 
in the Telephone Bar in the Canet 
district of this Mediterranean port. 

Marseilles, France's second 
biggest city, ls being comked by 500 
ed to the case. 
It is still not completely clear why 
the shooting occurred. The current 
police theory is that aome of the vic- 
tims represented two rival gang fac- 
tions, trying to divide their 
“territories and avoid the bicad- 
shed which has claimed at least 42 
lives, 25 of them in Marseilles, since 
February 1977.

What's ᾿ς good for Gaddafi 
Is good for Libya too

THOUGH THE OUTSIDE world 
may suffer from the extreme and in- 
scrutable foreign policy of Libyan 
Col. Muammer Gaddefi, it is very 
doubtful that Libyans have. In re- 
cent years, few people on earth have 
geen their living standards rise 85 
much as these 2.5 million inhabitants 
of Libya. 

On Sept. 1, 1969, when the then-27- 
year-old Gaddafi overthrew the 
monarchy of 80-year-old Idris 
Sanusi, Libya was perfectly primed 
for a social and economic revolution. 
Thus while Gaddafi has sustained in- 
numerable setbacks in foreign ai- 
fairs, on the domestic front he has 
been far more successful. 

The 18-year reign of the 
Cyrenaican-born king saw Libya 
grow wealthy from oil. But the first 
nine years of Gaddafi’s rule have 
seen Libyans, for the first time, 
benefit from that wealth. 

The Revolutionary Command 
Council, headed by Gaddafi and Ma- 
jor Abdu!-Salam Jalloud, allocated 
one half of the nation's oi! income to 
the agricultural sector. And it shows. 
In the firat year of Gaddafi's rule, 
the use of nitrogenous fertilizer in 
Libya increased from 3,300 tons to 4,- 
500 tons annually. The food produc- 
tion index rose that same year from 
209 to 241. And in fact, the first three 
years of the young colonei's 
stewardship saw food manufacture 
double. Chemical and cement 
production aiso doubled during that 
same period. For instance, in 1969, 
400 tons of potash were utilized 
within Libya, while in 1971 1.000 tons 
were used. 

.One-sixth of Libya's development 
yudget went for agriculture in the 
early years of Gaddafi's rule, con- 
stituting the largest portion. The 
focus now seems to be on health and 
education, In last vear's ad- 
ministrative budget, education was 
allocated twice as much money as 
defence, while health-related enter- 
prises received almost the same 


* amount of funds as the armed forces. 


Only 564 schools existed in Libya in 
1960 when King Idris was in power. 
In 1976 there were 2,700, though the 
population has only marginally in- 
creased. 

Though Gaddafi's antics may be 
xenophobic, such as outlawing the 
use of foreign languages on road 
signs, foreigners seem only too will- 
ing to help Gaddafi. A French firm is 
now building two fertilizer plants. 
The Italians are building cement and 
steel frame plants. And the Japanese 
and Yugoslavs are negotiating for 
rights to build glass and phar- 
maceutical factories. 

One needs to know only a little 
history to realize how well Libya is 
suited for Gaddafi's development 
programme, and how well the 
Libyans are suited for, Gaddafi 
himself. 

Only from 1200 to 900 B.C.E. was 
Libya independent. Libyans 
therefore, don't like foreigners,.en- 
pecially non-Mosiems. While 
Arabia the Arabs were siding wii 
the British during World War I fo 
throw off the Ottoman yoke, the 
Libyans fought with the Turks to de- 
fend Islam. The Turks were 
defeated. And between the end of 


World War I and the emergence of 
oi] in Libya after World War II, the 
nation’s economy operated at a 
deficit causing one of the world’s 
lowest standards of living. Libya, 
with a population thinly dispersed 
throughout the world’s largest 
desert, was a prisoner of geography 
— $0 per cent of the country Is sand. 

In 1951, Libya became independent 
and in 1955 the first foreign ofl con- 
cessions were granted. The years 
‘between 1960 and 1967, when King 
Tdris was in power, saw the nation’s 
foreign assets jumping from 34.3 
million Libyan Pounds to 137.5 Li- 
byan Pounds. The nation’s gross 
national product rose at a higher 
rate than any other developing coun- 
try, 19 per cent, more than double 
the growth rate of the country se- 
cond on the list — Israel. 

But how much the Libyans 
themselves were benefiting from 
these impressive statistica is doubt- 
ful. Three out of four Libyans suf- 
fered from trachoma before Gaddafi 
came to power. And over half of the 
school children of the Tripoli area 
suffered from some kind of eye dis- 
ease. 

Rawle Farley, who wrote a book 
on domestic planning and develop- 
ment in Libya, said Libya until the 
1969 coup demonstrated that finan- 
cial growth does not lead to spon- 
taneous economic growth. It takes 
time to bulid schools, factories and 
hospitals. 

By 1969, Libya was more than 
ready for such growth. Almost half 
of the nation was under 15 years of 
age but the country was ruled by an 
octogenarian. Gaddafi's coup met no 
opposition, There was little fighting, 
few arrests and no deaths. 

Though travellers report a land 
that is cleaner and with an outward- 
ly healthier population than either 
Tunisia or Egypt, Libya has 
problems. The oll boom and related 
developments have caused Libyans 
to flock to the cities, but the off in- 
dustry has provided few new 
employment opportunities for 
Libyans. Though urban housing is 8 
government priority, Libyan cities 
suffer from a dearth of apartments. 
The Libyan coast is full of tuna and 
sardines. But it is the Greeks, 
Maltese and Italians who do most of 
the fishing. 

Yet on the whole, Gaddafl can 
boast of.am enviably strong domestic 
“record; Thoughthe young officer has 
réceived few: kudos abroad, he 
seems most δι le to the Libyans. 
And it is they he must govern; all 
meaning that it will take more than a 
few foreign policy blunders to depose 
him.

The problem is not, of course, that the 
regular Syrian army, in the form of an occupation force, is 
systematically seeking to decimate the Maronite community in 
Lebanon. Rather, as conceived in New York, the problem is to 
achieve a cease-fire, so that the U.N. can get on with other im- 
portant tasks, like helping the PLO stage a big ‘Palestine day" 
demonstration next month. 

But the U.N. cannot be fairly singled out for blame in ignoring 
the tragedy in Lebanon. It merely reflects the particular con- 
vergence of international interests and political vajues that 
have decreed that the Lebanese Christian community's desire 
for self-preservation ig an international nuisance. 

Thus even the western Christian and liberal countries, whose 
media moralists eagerly broadcast every possible burning tyre 
in Ramallah or Jenin, have disregarded the rape of Lebanon 
and the brutal Syrian policy. 

There was a time when it was fashionable to believe that the 
western democracies often pursue moralistic foreign policies 
based on sympathy for the underdog. Support for the blacks in 
South Africa and Rhodesia, for the Palestinians, for the Viet 
Cong was often understood, at Jeast in part, in such a virtuous 
manner. 

The reality has always been quite different. It was different 
during the Nazi era when the Jewish People were victimized. It 
was different later when various colonies fought their way to in- 
dependence. Jt was different in Biafra. It is different in 
Lebanon. Political rhetoric, political policy, and today, media 
attention, follow the equations of power. 

The beleaguered Christians of Lebanon have been relegated 
into political isolation because their fate has no bearing upon the 
interests of the western powers. Even their Christian identity, 
which might have fired European sympathies a century ago, is 
irrelevant in the post-colonial era. 

They are therefore compelled to fend for themselves at a time 
when both Moscow and the U.S. — with Europe a toothless 
bystander — are intent upon courting Syria. 

The grotesque result is that, even as the Christian 
neighbourhoods of Beirut with their hapless civilians are sub- 
ject to continuous Syrian bombardment, U.S. officials urge 
Israel to cease extending the Christians what has become their 
sole line of material and moral support. 

_ It is Christian resistance, rather than Syrian ‘aggression, 
which upsets the equanimity of the world diplomatic communi- 
ty. - 

Israel's policy has been hampered by this political isolation of 
the Christians. Israel has given them support — important sup- 
port — but within bounds designed to prevent a major outbreak 
of hostilities. As the Syrian thrust against the Christians 
becomes more explicit and more damaging, those bounds will 
be more difficult to preserve. ᾿ 

The naval shelling on Thursday reflects this process, But it 
also illustrates that Israeli actions, by virtue of the alarms they 
set off in Washington and elsewhere, may be the only way in 
which some genuine international intervention can be achieved

given by the film of German Jewry 
during the period preceding World 
War [1 in the years 1933-1939. 

T lived through that period in Ger- 
many in a family very much like the 
Weiss family. During the year 1933 
and even in the beginning of 1934, 
there were a few Jews who thought 
Nazism was a passing craze, or ἃ 
bad dream. But after that, there just 
could not have been a family living 
happily and trustingly without doing 
its utmost to emigrate. There could 
not possibly have been a Jewish 
mother like Berta, who would not 
have done all in her power to get her 
children out of Germany. 

If Mr, Green wanted to project a 
true picture of Jews in Nazi Ger- 
many during that period, he should 
have shown the long lines of peopie 
waiting at the consulates, the unen- 
di conversations about which 
South American official could be 
bribed for an entry permit, which 
cousin in the United States could 
give an affidavit, in which schedule 
of certificates for Palestine there 
might he one left. At that time, there

NEEDLES ᾿ 
: To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — Haim Shapiro's article of 
September 20, ‘‘Beware of strangers 
and dentists say doctors,”’ dealt with 
the danger of acquiring hepatitis 
from contaminated hypodermic 
needies. Since the body of the article 
mentions blood transfusions as 
another possible source of infection, 
is It fair to single out the dental 
profession for Bo goign emphasis? Is 
an injection by a physician or a 
nurse any less dangerous if the nee- 
dle is contaminated? 

As a matter of fact, if Mr. Shapiro 
has his facts right, the speakers 
were at fault on other counts. A full 
10 minutes of bolling will not sterilize 
ἃ needle, regardless of what the emi- 
nent scientists say. Just as the 
danger of hepatitis has been well- 
known for decades, so it has long 
been established that 10 minutes of 
boiling will not kill the tubercie 
bacillus, nor microbial spores, nor 
the microbes on instruments which 
have not been scrubbed. 

For these reasons, among others, 
more and more dentists are using 
sterile disposable needles. It is the 
‘responsibility of the state authorities 
to be sure that these are sealed and 
truly sterile. My own experience has 
been that the Ministry of Health is 
not always diligent enough. It is also 
the responsibility of the Ministry of 
Health to be sure that 811 members of 
all the healing professions unders- 
tand the principles of sterilization. 
Are they doing that?
